THE LATE LI-PUNG-PAO.. 


aeee ° : 

The following, communicated article appoars 
in the W: G, Daity News i—- , 

‘Wo ragrot to hear of the death of Li-fang-pao, 
the ox-Miuister to Germany and other Buropean 
oountrios,. It appears that after his return from 
Poking ho sought the retirement of his native 
island, Teung-ming, where he was busily en- 
gagad in literary work, and in preparing to 
print and publish many usoful hooks, the reanlts, 
of his long opportunities of observations in the 
West. A portion of his extotsive plant of print: 
ing mochinory and type. he had sold to a new 
company just started in Shanghai. This oom- 
pany has established itself im one of the 
bnildings near and belonging to the Chinese 
Polytechnic Institution, It was while staying 
afew days as the guest of the Mannger-of this 
now Company during the very’ hot weathor of 
the beginning of August that Li-fang-pao caught 
a chill through slesping in a cool breeze.’ This 
comparatively alight ailment settled into obati- 
ugto oviastipation and fever, ending in sonte 
poritonitia, i 
he resolved, against the advice of his friends, to 
return to his family and home at Taung-minog, 
and chartored a stenin-tug specially to carry him 
there. The symptoms were agpravated by the 
Journey, and on reaching hie native placa he 
gradually grew worse until the morning of the 
Sth inst. when ho oxpired in the fifty-fourth 
year of bisage. He'was 6 man of such physical 
strongth, robust frame and iron will that no one 
would hive thought such a simple'form of illness 
would hare led to uch a fatal rastilt. He leaves 
two sons who were with him when he died. 

: Li-fung-pao was such a popular ministor at. 
Borlin that our Gorman friends will feel grieved 
at his untimely and. The Germans tos man 
reomned to think he was greatly misasad by his 
Government, and those of othor nationalities wha 
koow most about such matters gonorally think 
that through the influenvo of enetaies at Court 
ho was treated with unoulled-for severity, with- 
out. even so mooh ag the moro form of having a 
trialorachancato say a word in self-defonce. Ho
